Illustrates the chaotic condition of the 
Populist convention than that with the 
convention only a day distant there is no 
approach to a crystalization of thought 
in favor of any candidate for the presi- 
dency on the part of those unfavorable to 
the endorsement of Bryan.

the road" populists who favor a separate 
nomination, when interrogated say the 
question is of comparative insignificance. 
Names, however, are occasionally men- 
tioned. 
So far Paul Vandevere is mor« 


frequently spoken of than any other. But 
his friends admit he is handicapped by 
not having the endorsement of his own 
state, Nebraska, which is for Bryan. 


Eugene V. Debs and Congressman 


Towne of Minnesota are also mentioned, 
but apparently not seriously. It is sug- 
gested that Towne's name is for the pur- 
pose of leading to the nomination of Sen- 
ator Pettigrcw, who his openly joined 
the Populists. It is apparent, however, if 
the anti-Bryan faction prove to be in a 
majority little difficulty will be experi- 
enced in reaching • conclusion on tbis 
po,.it.

A Number of Men Engage In a Row »n 


Union Street. 


A disgraceful row occurred on Union 


street Monday night, when the people in 
the neighborhood of the first bridge were 
startled about 11 o'clock by shouts for the 
police. N.George, an inoffensive Arme- 
nian, is the proprietor of a fruit store- 
which is located just across the bridge. 
Shortly before 11 o'clock five men came 
along and stopped in front of the store 
and commenced to use words which al- 
most invariably lead to a fight 


Two of the men entered the store and 


became engaged in a fight. During the 
straggle a glass show case was broken 
and a pane of glass in a rear door-was 
knocked out. The proprietor and bis 
cousin, Ellas George, who keeps a store 
on Eagle street, protested against having 
the store used as a battle ground and 
were set upon and pounded for their 
interference. 
They 
retaliated 
by 


procuring an laxe and chasing 
the 


hall* 
intoxicated 
fellows 
out 
of 


the store. Their pugnacious attitude was 
resented by the friends of the fighters and 
a general melee ensued. Officer Rosasco 
arrived on the scene and arrested Napo- 
leon Baocomb, one of the number, and tbe 
others scattered. 


James Fountain was cut badly on- the 


leg and he claimed the wound was made 
with tbe axe, but the Americans say that 
it was caused during the fight. Bascomb 
was in court this morning and pleaded 
not guilty to the charge of disturbing the 
peace and fighting, and the case was con- 
tinued until Wednesday morning.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 21—This city is 


likely to see one of the bloodiest of bloody 
Chinese feuds, and today "China town,'' 
is in a furore of excitement. War has 
been declared among ths various factions 
of the Chinese by the See Yup company 
and bloodshed has already taken place 
and more Is likely to follow. 


The murder of Lee Ti is only.an Inci- 


dent in the beginning ojf the feud. 
Already ',& price has been placed by the 
Sam Yup people on the heads of two of 
the most prominent Chinese merchants 
in the district. Their entire families are 
marked for murder, and atssssins have 
been hired for the bloody work. 


The Chinese consul in this city has gone 


so far as to espouse the cause of one fac- 
tion. The Chineses police announced their 
intention of allowing the fighting factions 
to settle their affairs without interference, 
and a feeling of most unparalelled dread 
pervades the quarters. The Sam Yup 
company seems determined to destroy the 
See Yup company by breeding dinecion 
and paying some of their leaders to be 
traitors. 


It is a dangerous and nasty row.

HALIFAX, N. Y., July 21.—A terrible 


case of mutiny and murder has occurred, 
and was first known here this morning 
when the barkentine Herbert Fuller, 
Captain Nash, from Boston for Rosario, 
put into Halifax flying the stars and 
stripes at half-mast with the blaok flag 
immediately beneath. This is the signal 
for "mutiny on board," and the entire 
place wa; immediately filled With er- 
oitement. 


A few moments later the Fuller was 


boarded and it was learned murder had 
been added to mutiny, and Captain Nash, 
his wife and Second Officer Banberry had 
been killed in their bunks while asleep. 
Tbe murder was committed with an axe. 
The rooms in which the victims lay were 
covered with blood, showing that a severe 
struggle had taken place. The bodies 
were horribly mutilated. 


Jonathan Sheere, the cook, suspected 


Mate Thomas Brown and succeeded in 
placing Brown in irons. Upon the arri- 
val of the vessel all aboard including a 
passenger, Frank Monch of Boston, were 
placed under arrest. The United States 
consul telegraphed Washington for in* 
strnotions, pending which he has en- 
joined all connected with the affair to 
maintain the strictest silence. 


In view of these conditions it is difficult, 


to obtain facts but It appean the murder 
was committed at 2 o'clock on the night 
of the thirteenth instant. It was the first 
officer's watch. 
When all was quiet 


aboard and those below were sleeping 
soundly, the murderer crawled aft to the 
cabin, descended and chopped his victims 
to death with an axe. The affair became 
known soon afterwards. After the cook 
had caused Brown to be placed in irons, 
the vessel made for Halifax. 


Captain Nash was forty-four years old 


and his wife thirty-seven. Depositions of 
all concerned will be taken and sent with 
witnesses to the United States commission 
of crimes on the high seas.

He is survived by 
three sons, J. G. Reynolds of Marqnette, 
Mich., secretary and treasurer of the Lake 
Superior Powder company; Marcus T. 
Reynolds of Hooslck, teller of the Hoosac 
savings bank in this city, and formerly in 
the office of the Troy and Boston Railroad 
company at Troy, and A. Olin Reynolds 
of Hoosick, and by one daughter, Miss 
Anna R. Reynolds.

THE WIPE OF A. 0. KNAPP, 


A Former Resident of This City. 
Her 


Husband Learned of It Sunday 


Night. He was Overcome. 
What He Said. A Strange 


Case. 


Oa the 1st of July a. woman was arrested 


at Hoboken, N. J., on the charge of be- 
ing implicated in the manufacture of, or 
passing of counterfeit money. SoVerai 
other persons were also arrested, among 
them a certain "Dr." Clark, who is be- 
lieved to be the head of the gang. The 
woman refused to give her name and was 
called Jane Doe by the officials. It now 
turns out that she is the wife of A. O 
Knapp of Boston, a former resident o. 
this city. He is a. printer and used to 
work in the newspaper offices here, but 
he bag been away from North Adams for 
a number of years. The news that his 
wife ia so seriously involved surprised and 
shocked the people of this city when they 
learned the facts Monday through tbe 
columns of the Boston Herald, which 
contained the following account: 


The Heral<r* Klory. 


A. O. Knapp, the'husband of the alleged 


counterfeiter arrested in Hoboken, N. J., 
July 1, and who up to Saturday succeeded 
In concealing her identity, under the 
name of Jane Doe, was seen at bis home, 
62 West Cedar street, Sunday night. He 
is the manager of one of the largest print- 
ing establishments in the city. He came 
here from BnSalo, N. Y., last September, 
and bears a good reputation among his 
business acquaintances here. The first 
intimation he had that his wife was in 
trouble was when informed by a Herald 
reporter Sunday night. For a moment he 
was greatly agitated and fainted away. 
When he recovered he said: 


"This blow will kill me, and her, too. I 


cannot believe the story you tell me is 
true, and yet it must be, for the last I 
beard of her she was traveling with 'Dr. 
Clark,' the companion of his wife, as I 
supposed. Last September my wife en- 
gaged as traveling companion to Mrs. 
Clark, who at that time moved in the best 
circles of Buffalo. 


"I broke up housekeeping, put my 


goods in storage, and came to Boston to 
accept my present position. 
My wife 


has always borne the best of reputation, 
and I have heard nothing to the con- 
trary since I parted with her, last Sep. 
tember. She has written regularly, and 
I expected her to come here to me next 
September. I received a letter from her 
to tbis effect June 29, written from a 
little village up in the Catskill moun- 
tains. 


'I was married to her thirteen years ago 


in Buffalo, and our married life has al- 
ways been pleasant 
She was born in 


Canada twenty-nine years ago, of wealthy 
and respectable parents, both of whom 
are dead. She has well known wealthy 
and respectable relatives in Buffalo. I am 
sure they have not heard of her trouble, 
or they would have informed me. I 
shall start for Buffalo tonight, and go 
from thence to New York, and do what 
I can to help her. I am sure that if she 
passed counrerfeit money she did not 
do it intentionally, although I admit that 
the evidence looks black against her. She 
may have bean influenced by the doctor 
who must be in the neighborhood of sixty 
years old." 


This is indeed startling news to Mr. 


Knapp's fuends and acquaintances in 
this city, all of whom will sympathize 
with him in the serious trouble by which 
he has been overtaken. 


SUPT. ALLEN EXONERATED. 


The Investigating Committee Finds the 


Charges Against Him Unfounded. 


The committee appointed to investigate 


the management of the lodging house re- 
ported Monday evening to the board of 
management that all of the charges were 
without foundation. The investigation 
grew out of the recent death of Horace 
Proctor, an inmate of the lodging house, 
who was taken to the hospital just before 
he died.

The supernumerary jurymen are Alden 
H. Pierce. John F. Scully, Daniel R. 
Smith, John W. Turner, Michael Whalen 
and John J. Wicr. 


The first case tried was before tho first 


jury, and was that against Charles Paraoin 
for breaking and entering and laioen.y. 
Chief of Police Kendall of this city testi- 
fied as to his knowledge of Parsons and 
the location of the stable broken into, 
which was occupied by Elton Shaw, and 
ie situated in the rear of the Richmond 
house. Testimony was given by Mr- 
Shaw as to the peddlers' wagon and its 
situation in the barn, and tho condition 
of things on the morning after the burg, 
lary, which took place on the night of 
January 23. Daniel Reagftti swore to the 
purchase of a rug from Parsons for$l, and 
Officer Philip Parrow testified as to the 
arrest of Parsons, who claimed that the 
rug had been given to him by a man 
named tlarrington, who was the man 
guilty ot entering the barn.

guilty, and is now awaiting sentence. 


The only other case brought up for

Dowlin appeared on behalf of the accus- 
ed, and the case was set for trial this 
morning. The defense is likely to be a 
strong one.

This man has shown a not unnatural de- 
sire to save the state the expense, and 
himself the worry of mind attending a 
trial by several attempts to break away 
from Sheriff Fuller's handsome brick 
hotel, his last one happening on Sunday, 
when he was found under his bed, work- 
ing at the wall with a small bolt taken 
from the bed.

A Pitiful Story Told In Court Monday 


Morning. Case Continued.

woman who was testifying against her 
husband. The witness was Mrs. Alice 
McLane of River street extension. The 
prisoner was Allen McLane, her hrtsband, 
who was arrested Saturday evening- for 
alleged assault on complaint of hw wife. 
The woman testified to baying suffered 
repeated and abusive attacks from her 
husband when he was in an intoxicated 
condition, and the end came with his Ret- 
ting upon her on the public streeti Satur- 
day evening when she was returning 
jorne with her infant child in her arms.

The defend- 
ant tried to talk but got bis story crowd- 
ed full of abusive language and the court 
nit an end to the case by sentencing 
dcLaneto tbe house of correction for 
the term of three months and ordering 
him to give bonds of $300 to keep the 
place.

gregational church, North Adams, that I 
think it but just to them to be given the 
credit for tlitflrst Sunday class in social 
ethics, organized over a year ago, largely 
attended by college graduates, business 
men, and artisans, and conducted in a 
remarkably efficient manner by one of 
Berkshire's brainiest and most Christian 
men, 
a Scotch blacksmith, Alexander 


McDougal. 
At my instillation, my 


friend, Professor Commons of Syracuse, 
gave the charge to the people, and car- 
ried back with him to Syracuse the idea 
of such a class, which we are glad to see 
In Plymouth church. 


The men of the church have also 


banded themselves together to do univer- 
sity extension work, and a valuable 
course of seven lectures upon "Evolution" 
by Professor J. E. Peck of Williams, and 
a number of classes, ore the result. 


Please note also that your book review 


of Dr. Coyle's book is incorrect in referr- 
ing to his "brief pastorate" in North 
Adams. The wish of his life was accom- 
plished here. He was pastor for almost 
ten years,'and the five hundred copies of 
his book sold in North Adams prove the 
esteem In which he was held.

It Is possibly too late to cure the affecta- 


tion ot giving Tentonle twist to the pro- 
nunciation of those- good old Saxon words 
either and neither, in whose original there 
was no suspicion ot an "1," tor fashion 
seems to have decreed, notwithstanding 
the opposition of the lexicographers, that 
they shall be "i-ther" a»d "iil-the»," and 
so they will probably continue to be with 
those who aspire to keep pace with the 
popular whirl until the turn of the wheel 
shall bring the correct form on top again. 
That oft mooted question may then be 
considered out of court for the present. 


But there are two other words that seem 


to be going the same road, and alike in 
opposition to all authority, concerning 
which I wish to make a few remarks. 
mean the words evil and devil, which have 
a close relation to each other in more ways 
than one. Many of our clergymen have 
adopted for these words the pronunciation 
of e-vil and dev-il, and I am sorry you say 
that dev-il liaa BO got the tipper hand that 
the e-vll is on the increase, until what was 
In the beginning only a clerical affectation 
now bids fair, like i-ther and ni-ther, to 
assume the proportions of a popular fash- 
Ion. 
Time was when the stage virtually 


set the standard in the pronunciation o: 
the language, but in these latter days of 
dramatic degeneracy, when slipshod Kng 
lish and imperfect enunciation seem to be 
the rule behind the footiightr, the pulpit 
exerts an equal, if not the greater.influence 
It behooves every clergyman, then, to look 
carefully to his rhetorical ways, lest lit 
teach orthoepic heterodoxy while preach 
ing the soundest of theological orthodoxy 
Now, 
the words in question hat^ been pro 


nouncedever since the English language 
came Into being simply e-vil and dev-11 
with the accent on the first syllable, and 
no amount of mispronounciation can make 
the one any worse or add any terrors t< 
the other. If our clergymen will only beai 
in mind that "the e-vil that men do liv« 
after them," they will look more carefully 
in future to their orthoepy and hesitate 
ere they try to improve on the good old 
fashioned "dev'l" of our fathers.—Critic.

ftanaoement at the Loft Hand—PUjtaS 


In TUB.—In Retard to Strings, 


After a reasonably good bowing has 


been acquired, says a writer in The La- 
flies,' Home Journal, the study of the 
left hand should be taken up. The neck 
of the viohn must be held between tho 
thumb and the first finger where it joins 
the hand. The entire length of the fin- 
ger most be held above the edge of tho 
finger board, and the Angers must fall 
double jointed and like the hammers of 
a, piano on the strings—the very ends of 
the fingers touching the strings. In or- 
der to produce a clear tone the fingers 
must be pressed very hard on the strings. 
"Strong with the fingers, light with the 
bow" is the constant refrain of one of 
the most celebrated teachers. 


The first difficulty encountered is that 


of playing ;ia tune. As the violin is not 
supplied With frets like the guitar or 
mandolin tbe ear is the only guide. 
Important as the practice of tbe scales is 
on other instruments, jt is doubly im- 
portant on tbe violin, as it is by scale 
study principally that the ability to 
play in tune is acquired. The playing 
of familiar melodies is also of very 
great advantage to the beginner, as ho 
can tell when he is playing out of tune, 
where in the ease of an exercise with 
which he is unacquainted he cannot so 
easily distinguish this fault. In playing 
Ecale passages the student must con- 
stantly ask himself whether the nest 
note is a whole step or a half step dis- 
tant before he plays it 
If he will go 


through the exercise beforehand and 
mark the whole steps and half steps, he 
will execute it in much better tune 
v> hen he ccmes to jplay it 


In regard to strings, the best are the 


cheapest, as they last longer and give a 
hetter tone. Tho Q should be of gut 
wrapped with pure silver wire. The A 
and D should be of Italian gut, and the 
E can be of either gut or silk. Silk E 
strings give a poor, dull tone, very dif- 
ferent from the singing brilliance of 
good'Italian gut E's. They are good for 
warm weather playing or for persons 
whose lingers perspire very freely. The 
h«ir of the bow should be renewed ev- 
ery two months in the oase of players 
who practice very much, as it wears 
smooth and will not take hold of the 
string. The violin should always bo 
kept strung up in pitch. fto not let 
down the strings of the instrument with 
the mistaken idea that you will save 
some of them thereby. Never neglect an 
Opportunity to hear good violinists. 
Something can be learned from each. A 
Student learns as much from hearing 
others play aifrom private lessons with 
a teacher. If you can only take a few 
lessons, let it be from the best teacher 
you can fled.

Washington, July SI.— Venezuela'i 


brief, prepared by Counsel Storrovt 
and just presented to the Venezuelan 
com mission as well as the British coun 
sel, as was announced in these dis- 
patches 
yesterday is the most im- 


portant paper that has yet appeared 
In the case. For the first time a trut 
divioional line in accordance with thi 
evidence is laid down, and Lord Sails 
bury's contention as to settlements i) 
shown to be a mere diplomatic quibbU 
utterly unsupported by law or fact and 
unworthy of any consideration by the 
commission. Mr. Storrow demonstrates 
that there has never been any British 
sovereignty in the disputed territory: 
that the Dutch never gained the slight- 
est foothold in the Orinoco basin and 
therefore did not transfer what did 
not exist to Great Britain, and caps 
his strong arguments by demonstrating 
that the Schomburgk line as hold by 
Lord Salisbury was a forgery perpe- 
prated by the English government 
twe nty years after Schomburgk's death. 


No Claim Kxoopt Occupation. 


Mr.* Storrow says the British claim 


has confessedly no basis except occu- 
pation, and the rules of law applied 
even to the facts alleged not only give 
no support to the British attempt 
to extend the boundary, but are speci- 
fically and affirmatively fatal to it. 
He demolishes the so-called temporary 
post in the Cuyuni basin and at Bari- 
ma point by showing that they were 
mere trading stations quickly de- 
stroyed by the Spanish, who main- 
tained sovereignty over the region, 
and proves that the actual settlements 
of the Dutch and Spanish were always 
separated by 150 miles of forest.

Mr. Storrow then quotes authorities 


to support the two rules of law which 
designate where between these actual 
settlements, the boundary line shall 
run, as follows: "Where, between the 
settlements of two nations in a country 
otherwise wild, there are features 
which form a natural barrier or line 
of demarcation, and which in a long 
series of years have not been over- 
passed nor attempted to be overpassed 
by the actual settlements of either 
party, law makes that line the inter- 
national boundary." <The brief claims 
that such a tract and line exist and 
the Dutch and English settlements

until the invasion of the armed Eng- 
lish force at the gold discovery about 
a dozen years ago. The Spaniards 
always exercised dominion over this 
great unsettled tract by excluding 
other nations from it, and when the 
Dutch sought to take slaves from this 
section with the help of the Carribs, as 
the Dutch archives prove, the Spanish 
drove them out, destroying their sta- 
tions on the upper Essequibo and im- 
prisoned the Dutchmen. 
rolloek-c Argnmentc Tamed Against Him. 


Evidence ia then adduced to turn 


•11 Prof. Pollock's arguments of law 
against his case. It is shown that 
Spain discovered the Essequibo and 
the Dutch fort on that river was built 
on the foundations of the older Span- 
ish one; that the real road to the in- 
terior of the Cuyuni-Mazeruni basin is 
by way of the Spanish settlements on 
the Orinoco, and that it was these set- 
tlements which barred the way of 
Raleigh and all other seekers after 
El Dorado. 
When the English, as 


they have done, concede that the 
Spaniards controlled the Orinoco they 
lost the last argument upon which 
they could claim Barima. Mr. Storrow 
quotes Lord Stowell, the highest Eng- 
lish authority, in the case of the 
Mississippi river to show that those 
who own the watershed thereby pos- 
sess the delta, islands and shores- be- 
low, though these are unfit for hab- 
itation and have never benn inhabited. 
The cla in» of either the Dutch or the 
English to hold the mouth of the great 
Bpunish river turns out to be utterly 
untenable, and Mr. Storrow says every 
English or Dutch historian who pre- 
tends to serious consideration of the 
matter re-echo without knowing it 
the judgment of Lord Stowell, which, 
oddly enough, escaped the notice of 
Prof. Pollock and Lord Salisbury. 


Attack* tho BchombDrgk Line. 


After citing the treaty of Aranjuez 


to show by both the literal translation 
and the British rendering that the 
Dutch made no claim to the control-' 
In; shore of the Orinoco Mr. Storrow 
goes for the Schomburgk line and 
traces its history. Incidentally 
he 


finds that the British Blue Book leaves 
part of a sentence out of Schomburgk 's 
memoir, therein quoted, which shows 
that Schomburgk had no idea that his 
line would amount to anything until 
Its termini at least were agreed upen 
by the disputants. Venezuela never 
agreed to any of it 
After Barima had 


been suggested as one end of the line 
and Venezuela protested the assurance 
was given by Lord Palmerstoa that it 
was only to be considered "as a state- 
sent of the British claim," and subse- 
quently by Lord Granvllle in 1881, 
Lord Aberdeen in 1881 and Lord Rose- 
kery in 1885, offered to agree lo lines 
which they declared "would sefmre to 
Venezuela the undisturbed possession 
at the mouth of the Orinoco." This 
was because Great Britain under those 
Ministers, and in fact under all except 
Salisbury, felt that neither In law nor 
la good conscience aould a claim to 
Barima be Insisted upon. Mr. Stor- 
low says: "Lord Salisbury is the only 
Minister who Insisted upon a different 
vlaw, and his claims* grew every time 
ho recurred to the subject" 


Tho Map • Forgery. 


The line marked by Schomburgk on 


the maps published ky himself and by 
the government had been declared at 
the outset to be the definition of the 
British claim and merely a basis 
for discussion. 
But now no deci- 


sion is to be permitted in that line, 
si ys Great Britain, as to territory 
within that line and all that will be 
submitted to arbitration is territory 
formerly claimed far outside of it But 
tren the Sohomtargk line has been al- 


iered and extended? In every map and 
•very description of It down to IBM, 
which was twenty years after his 
death, it was shown and described ap- 
proximately a* a north and south line, 
cutting across the Cnyanl and across 
its southern basin. In 1886 the eolonlal 
office "discovered" that all maps were 
wrong, that Sohomburgk's line went 
around by the great bend of the 
Cuyuni. It thereupon compelled Stan- 
ford to conceal his existing maps and 
to change his plate by erasing the 
boundary which went across the head 
waters of the Barima and across the 
Cuyuni, and by- inserting 
another 


which went around the great bend, 
and the maps so changed in I860 still 
bore the date 1875 and no other date. 


Cute a Smploloui Reflection. 


The new line thus invented or assert- 


ed in 18S6 thus appeared as if it were 
the original line of 1875, supported by 
the authority of the surveyors, whose 
names still appeared on the map as 
before. This is perilously near the al- 
teration of ancient land marks and 
spoliation of records. It evidently de- 
ceived Lord Salisbury, who, on Feb. 
13,1896, asserted it td be "the line sur- 
veyed by Sir R. Schomburgk in 1841." 
He did not survey this line in 1841 or in 
any other year. The Schomburgk line 
was originally nothing but a specu- 
lative attempt or proposal to form the 
subject of discussion and negotiation. 
It has not • in itself the slightest proba- 
tive or i presumptive value. 
It was 


stated merely as a definition of the 
British claims, and the attempt, after 
it had stood forty years, to alter both 
its location and its character gives 
rise to reflection* which it is not neces- 
sary to dwell upon. 
Nor would the 


recent attempt stand any better if 
some unpublished papers in the colo- 
nial office should lend a color of Justi- 
fication to it 
The value of the line as 


a limitation of the British claim does 
not lie in the opinion of Schombnrgk, 
but in the fact of Us authoritative pub- 
lication. 
Line Changed After Gold Wai Dlicovered, 


It must also be pointed out that in 


1850 the two nations agreed that there 
should be no occupation of the dis- 
puted territory by either, and that in 
1&B4, and subsequently, Great Britain 
invaded it with an armed force and 
took possession up to the expanded 
Schomburgk line. On Feb. 20, 1887 
Venezuela severed diplomatic relations 
with Great Britain. The investigations 
which are treated at some length de- 
monstrate that Schomburgk died un- 
der the impression that he had drawn 
a north and south line, and the publi- 
cations of his brother, who traveled 
with him, contain the same line. It is 
also shown that this line was never al- 
tered until the discoveries of gold out- 
side the original line gave a new specu- 
lative value to the region.

He had borne worthily 
the highest honors in the service of 
the commonwealth he loved and her 
respect and affection follow him to hu 
untimely grave. 
His memory will

of honorable public service awaiting 
him in the path which he migHt yet 
have trodden, but cannot deprive him 
of the enduring distinction he had al- 
ready won.
